arrows and catapults) against only a fraction ° f . the n XT fl y "ifoceif 
this way, a modest force can defeat an overwhelmingly larger force 
it engages only a portion of this force at any single encounter. 

With the large number of suits against small component organiza¬ 
tions within the framework of the medical profession at iarge. resources 
(fire power) are being dissipated at a more rapid rate and individual 
capitulation becomes more the rule. 

The government strategy of division and conquering seems lo be 
extremely effective. The forces of organized medicine are divided and 
splintered. Each component force of this overwhelmingly larger force 
of over four hundred thousand physicians becomes “sier prey^for F- 
eral State or local government agencies to subdue because the g 

ment forces with thlir unlimited fire power (tax money» flUted^re 
the components of divided forces (physicians) and their limited tire 

power (dues and assessments). 

It was heartening for me to see the attendance at our emergency 
meeting on Tuesday Aug. 22 . We had over 130 members present. This 
represents four times the number necessary for a quorum to transact 
business At least, a significant number of our membership shows con¬ 
cern and I believe rightly so. If our Society succumbs to the overwhelm¬ 
ing forces of the attorney general of Ohio, many more of these dominoes 
will fall The eyes of organized medicine are certainly upon us. How 
we go in pursuit of justice for us and our colleagues may very we 1 
determine the direction the rest of organized medicine may h*ke. Cer¬ 
tainly, this is no time for timidity. It was heartening to get *e endorse 
ment of our members to pursue justice even if it means a slight bit f 
financial hardship (in the way of assessment) to them. Our torces, it 
consolidated, would be difficult, if not impossible, for any adversary 
to conquer Let us unite our splinter groups and meet the enemy With 
our full fire power. _ G r ^ M D

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JOHN F. STOTLER, M.D. 

1915 - 1978 

Dr. John F. Stotler, 62, died on Tuesday, June 20, of heart failure at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital Medical Center, following an illness of eight months. 

Dr. Stotler was born in Youngstown. He was a graduate of St. Columba 
School and the Rayen School. He attended Ohio State University, and re¬ 
ceived his B.S. degree from the University of Chicago. In 1940, he earned 
his medical degree from Rush Medical College of Chicago U. He was an 
intern at Gallinger Hospital, Washington, D.C., and received a fellowship 
in surgery at the Mayo Clinic in 1941, specializing in thoracic surgery. 

In 1945 he came to Youngstown to open offices in the Mahoning Bank 
Bldg. He worked with Dike Beede as team physician for Youngstown State 
University for many years. He was appointed to the board of the Mahoning 
Tuberculosis Sanatorium in 1951 and served as president in 1955 and 1956. 
In 1959, he was the first physician named to the Youngstown Board of Health 
and was president pro tern, 1963-64. 

In 1964 he organized the summer school program at St. Elizabeth’s 
called “Introduction to Careers in Medicine.” He was Chief of Surgery at 
St. Elizabeth’s for two years, and represented the hospital for several terms 
as a trustee of Associated Hospital Service. 

Dr. Stotler was a member of the American College of Abdominal Sur¬ 
geons, the Mayo Alumni Association, and was a member and past-president 
of the Chesterton Club. He was a member of St. Columba Cathedral. 


BERNARD M. SCHNEIDER, M.D. 

1915-1978 

Dr. Bernard M. Schneider, 62, died on Friday, August 11, following a 
long illness. 

Dr. Schneider was born in Cleveland, where he attended school, gradu¬ 
ating from John Adams High School. His B.A., M.A. and M.D. degrees were 
earned at Ohio State University, from which he was graduated in 1940. 
Following an internship at Cleveland City Hospital, he took a medical resi¬ 
dency at Youngstown Hospital Association. He was a Captain in the U.S. 
Army Medical Corps, 1942-1946. 

In 1946, he came to Hubbard, where he practiced until his retirement 
in 1975. He was physician for the Hubbard football team. He was a member 
of Phi Beta Kappa, Sigma Psi honorary science fraternity, the President’s 
Club of Ohio State University, and was a life member of the OSU Alumni 
Association. 

He was a member of the American Academy of Family Practice, a life 
member of the Board of Trustees of the Hubbard Public Library, and was a 
past-president of Rodef Sholom Temple.

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VIAL OF LIFE PROGRAM INITIATED 


A Vial of Life is being placed in the refrigerator of many individuals’ 
homes in Mahoning County. The vial, a plastic cylinder strapped under the 
right hand shelf, contains an information form listing such items as the 
person’s name, family doctor, allergies and other medical conditions, hospital 
preferred and whom to contact in case of emergency. 

This free voluntary program is being established in Mahoning County 
by the Retired Senior Volunteer Program (RSVP), so that emergency crews 
going into a home will know in advance where they can quickly get infor¬ 
mation which may save a person’s life. 

The refrigerator has been designated as the one common location for 
placement of the vials since almost everyone has such an appliance; its loca¬ 
tion is readily apparent; and, in the event of a fire the interior of the re¬ 
frigerator is the most secure place. 

Cooperating with RSVP in this program as cosponsors and whose em¬ 
ployees will be trained in the Vial of Life procedure are: AID, American, 
Clemente McKay, Gold Cross, Higgins, Kirila and Lane Ambulance Services; 
City and County Fire Departments; City and County Police Departments; 
and the Mahoning County Sheriff’s office. 

All the cosponsors will use green seals affixed to their vehicle dash¬ 
boards to serve as a reminder that a vial may be in use when answering 
citizens’ calls. All person utilizing the vials will also attach a smaller green 
seal to the outside of the refrigerator door, again as a reminder. 

All updating of medical information must be done by the indiivdual. 

The major source of the vials has been St. Elizabeth’s Hospital as it is 
the only hospital in Mahoning County which utilizes the specific type of 
vial necessary.

Donna Chisholm, Director of RSVP, stresses that although the Vial of 
Life was initiated by RSVP it is available to any individual in need of such.

He 
emphasized the treatment of shock and anoxemia as well as specific anti¬ 
dotes. 

Dr. S. J. Goldblatt was studying obstetrics and gynecology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago. Fred Coombs was back from three years at the Massa¬ 
chusetts General. J. P. Harvey was in Boston studying heart disease with 
Dr. Paul White. 

L. W. Weller attended the interne's reunion at Henry Ford Hospital and 
the fellowship reunion at the Cleveland Clinic. 

Lyons Physician Supply recommended Dr. Weaver’s Nasal Filter for 
hay fever patients but McKelvey’s was pushing a new Allergy Electric Mask 
which was sure to remove 99.4% of the pollens from inhaled air. 

THIRTY YEARS AGO — SEPTEMBER 1948 

Dr. Frances Gambrel was resident in obstetrics and gynecology and 
Donald Dockry was resident in surgery at St. Elizabeth’s Hosptial. 

Dr. Harold Reese had an interesting article on “Hycodan” the first 
codeine derivative. 

At the golf meet with the Corydon Palmer Dental Society, Dr. Frank 
Bellino won with a score of 79. Dr. E. J. Wenaas was second with 84. Prizes 
were won by G. M. McKelvey, Sam Tamarkin, W. H. Welsh, W. H. Bunn 
and S J. Ondash. 

TWENTY YEARS AGO — SEPTEMBER 1958 

President Detesco proposed forming a committee made up of past 
presidents of the Society. The function of the committee would be to medi¬ 
tate on the larger problems of medicine and make recommendations to Coun¬ 
cil. 

Leon Bernstein’s lecture to the Youngstown Hospital Staff on “Hypnosis” 
was a featured article. Earl H. Young and Simon W. Chiasson were joint 
authors of “The Practical Application of Hypnosis”. Frank Gelbman wrote 
about “A New Medical Emergency” and made suggestions for the treatment 
of a person who failed to waken from a hypnotic trance. 

Dick Gross was hospitalized in California with meningitis. Dr. Louisa 
Cervone died. She was the first practicing woman physician in Ohio. Dr. 
Waldo Z. Baker died after forty years of general medical practice. 

Mr. Howard Rempes was hired in August as the first full-time Executive 
Secretary of the Medical Society. It was an excellent choice. On September 
1, they moved into new offices in the Bel-Park Building. 

TEN YEARS AGO — SEPTEMBER 1968 

The Medical School Committee, spearheaded by Dr. Leonard Caccamo, 
launched a fund-raising campaign to defray the costs of a feasability study to 
bring a Medical School to Youngstown State University. 

The Heart Association Work Evaluation Unit under the direction of Dr. 
Frank Tiberio and Dr. A. V. Whittaker were handling three patients a week. 

Dr. Wayne B. Hardin died after a long and valiant fight against cancer 
of the larynx.
